Press officer Robert J. Mc- 
Closkey said John Noel 
Hawkins and George Paul Sa- 
rent will lose their passports 
upon their expected return to 
Honolulu shortly. 

He said they and Thelma 
Steichen went to Red China, 
Aug. 7 in violation of the 
State Department’s ban on 
travel by Americans to the 
Communist - controlled Asian 
mainland. Sarent and Hawkins 
were last reported to be in 
Tokyo. 

State Department regula- • 
tions forbid travel by Ameri- i 
cans, except with special per- I 
mission, to the Communist- I 
controlled areas of Asia, to Al- I 
bania and to Cuba. | 

The Department normally | 
cancels the passports of per- 
sons found to have violated its ' 
travel ban.
